DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -3, 5-6, 1 0-1 2, 1 7-30 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record and to the examiner's knowledge does not teach or render obvious the instant 
invention, particularly characterized as follows: 

■ In claim 1 , because of the limitation of forming the Sn x Gei- x layer directly over 
a substrate consisting essentially of silicon. 

■ In claims 17, because of the limitation of forming an epitaxial Ge-Sn layer 
using a SnD 4 precursor. 

■ In Claim 24, because of the limitation of depositing a strained Ge layer on a 
GeSn buffer layer with the method of combining SnD 4 with a germanium 
precursor, Ge 2 H 6 . 

3. Claims 2-3, 5-6, 10-12, 25-28, and 30 depend on claim 1. Claims 18-23 and 29 
depend on claim 17.
